Somewhere in the neig hborhood 
of $3,000,000 will be added to the 
bank accou nts of wheat g rowers 
of Scott, Stoddard, New Madrid 
and Mississippi Cou nties by the end 
of the week when, it is ex pected, 
the bu lk of the 19 53 crop of white 
g old will hav e been harv ested and 
either sold ou trig ht to milling com­ 
panies or du mped into storag e bins 
u nder g ov ernment loans. 
Thou sands of bu snels of wheat 
hav e been mov ing daily to v ariou s 
points in the area and it is ex pect­ 
ed the deliv eries willibeg in to de- 
cline, sharply , by Wednesday of s o jj( that made 33 bu shels per 
this week when, it is believ ed, most 
of the crop will hav e been harv est­ 
ed. 
The Scott Cou nty Milling Com­ 
pa ny has been receiv ing some 9 0,- 
000 bu shels daily at its three loca- 
a nd la st week receiv ed 450,000 
bushels. Thu s far the company , ac­ 
cording 
to Ly man Bowman, its 
president, has receiv ed abou t 8 00,- 
000 bushels of the* 19 53 crop and 
expects to ha ndle more than a mil­ 
lion bushels before the mov ement 
ends. 
Outright Purcha se 
All the wheat being handled by 
the Company , Bowman said, is ou t­ 
right 
pu rchase 
to

in 
processing for flou r and meal. No 
wheat u nder g ov ernment loan is 
being accepted for storag e for the 
simple reason the company is a 
milling concern and not a storag e 
ag ency . If, he said, the company 
accepted g ov ernment loan wheat 
for storag e, it wou ld so block the 


as to make it impossible for them 
to operate. 
The 1953 wheat crop, said Bow­ 
man, tu rned ou t better than had 
been anticipated. At the start of 
the season the company had esti­ 
mated the g eneral y ield wou ld ru n 
abou t 20 bu shels to the acre bu t 
they hav e not heard of any acre­ 
ag e produ cing less than 22 bu shels 
per acre. 
It is entirely possible, Bowman 
said, if a farmer has g ood soil, 
cu ltiv ates properly and fertilizes 
rig ht, to g et a g eneral y ield u p to 
40 bu shel per acre. He had heard, 
he said, of a test plot on thin, sandy 
acre, 
Bu t, he pointed ou t, su ch y ields 
depend on the farmer. He has to 
know what and how to do and be 
willing to spend the money it costs 
to properly fertilize if he ex pects 
I to g et su ch larg e retu rns per acre. 


Inclu ding the wheat that will be 
pu t u nder g ov ernment loan, Bow­ 
man estimates the 1953 crop in 
these fou r cou nties will ru n some-» 
where close to $3,000,000. All the 
g ov ernment loan wheat, of cou rse, 
will stay u nder storag e u ntil nex t 
y ear and then, when the loans are 
defau lted, will be sold for ex port 
if the market price is lower than 
the loan price. Asked why he said 
“when” the loans were defau lted, 
Bowman said it was probable many 
of them wou ld be. There was a 
mu ch hig her percentag e of de­ 
fau lting on the 19 52 crops loans 
than the prev iou s y ear du e to the 
decline in the market. 
The stored 
wheat presents a 
opera tion of the company ’s mills j steadily increasing problem, not 
only to the g ov ernment, bu t to the 
g rain dealers. 
Abou t half of the 1952 crops is 
still in storag e and it cannot be 
mov ed ex cept for ex port. With the 
demand for ex port wheat 35 per­ 
cent u nder last y ear and g rowing 
less it is almost certain, Bowman 
said, that the g ov ernment will re­ 
qu ire a sharp redu ction in wheat 
acreag e nex t y ear-possibly as mu ch 
as 25 percent from those farmers 
who want to remain elig ible for 
g ov ernment help of any kind. 
Told that considerable wheat has 
been mov ing to Jonesboro and 
Marked Tree, Ark., for storag e, 
Bowman said, it was a lu cky thing 
for the company it was, and lu ck 
ier for the farmer, becau se it cou ld 
not be taken by the company here 
for storag e. 
On the qu estion of storag e, Bow 
man, maintains the position there 
is plenty of storag e av ailable if 
the farmers u tilize it. The g ov ern­ 
ment loaned hu ndreds of thou sands 
of dollars for farm storag e bins 
many of which are still av ailable 
for wheat storag e. 
Send to Arka nsa s 
Tom B. Strou p, Scott Cou nty 
Ag ent, said this morning , it had 
been reported to him that qu ite a 
lot of wheat is being mov ed down 
to Jonesboro and Marked Tree, 
Ark., for storag e. He u nderstood, 
he said, there was storag e space 
for some 400,000 bu shels at Marked 
Tree, bu t that Jonesboro was fill­ 
ed u p. 
Farmers are taking the wheat 
there for storag e, he said, becau se 
they cou ld g et more on g ov ernment 
loan. 
Qu ite a few farmers, he went on, 
are selling their wheat on contract 
for from $1.60 to $1.65 a bu shel 
when they cou ldn’t find storag e 
here or elsewhere. Some farmers, 
be said, ov er in the hill section 
where the acreag e is small, plan 
to u se the wheat for feed. 
Abou t 8 0 per cent of the wheat 
crop in New Madrid Cou nty has 
been mov ed, according to Ronald 
Tu cker, cou nty ex tension ag ent, 
which means approx imately 200,- 
000 bu shels of the g rain has either 
been sold or placed in storag e fig ­ 
u ring 25 bu shels to the acre for 
the 10,000 acres planted in wheat 
this y ear.

Big cro ps canno t be pro duced 
o n so ils with po o r phy sical qual­ 
ities, no matter ho w rich they 
may be in chemical nutrients. 
Ro ger H. Bray o f Illino is in 
CROPS it SOILS po ints o ut that 
pro ductiv ity and fertility are no t 
the same. Pro ductiv ity is the 
o v er-all result o f many facto rs— 
go o d seed, fav o rable weather, 
adequate chemical nutrients and 
a so il which makes a go o d ho me 
fo r pl^nt ro o ts. 
Today, since we know where to 
get and ho\b to apply the fertil­ 
izer elements, we valu e organic 
matter more for physical condi­ 
tioning than for chemical effects. 
Legu mes are considered as val­ 
u ab le for their erosion-preventing 
qu alities as for the nitrogen they 
fix. Grasses have an even b etter 
physical effect on soil and will 
make soil hu mu s ju st as efficient­ 
ly as legu mes do—pou nd per 
pou nd of nitrogen contained, even 
thou gh the nitrogen in the grass 
mu st be su pplied from a fertilizer 
b ag. 
In either case, it is not the 
amou nt of organic matter tu rned 
u nder, b u t the nitrogen b alance 
of the whole cropping system 
which determines whether crop 
organic matter will maintain soil 
hu mu s. 
No matter how many legu mes 
you grow or how mu ch nitrated 
grass you tu rn u nder, it will not 
resu lt in either maintenance or 
b u ild-u p of soil hu mu s of normal 
qu ality u nless the nitrogen b al­ 


ance' is po sitiv e. Po sitiv e nitro ­ 
gen balance means that the input 
o f nitro gen fro m legumes, fer­ 
tilizer and term manure must 
ex ceed the o utgo o f nitro gen in 
cro ps remo v ed. 
We are gradually piecing to ­ 
gether the picture o f what o r­ 
ganic matter is, ho w it is fo rmed, 
and ho w it functio ns as the “life 
o f the soil.” 
We mu st grow crops for or­ 
ganic matter and tu rn them u n­ 
der to b u ild u p and maintain soil 
hu mu s b ecau se (1) roots of sod 
crops, while growing, help to 
open u p the soil and start the 
physical conditioning 
process; 
(2) crop residu es, when tu rned 
u nder, loosen the soil and, in 
decomposing, improve its physi­ 
cal properties; (3) hu mu s is pro­ 
du ced from organic matter b y 
decomposition, provided the or­ 
ganic matter contains enou gh 
nitrogen; and (4> soil organic 
matter is the natu ral storehou se 
of plant food in the soil. 
A good organic matter pro­ 
gram, therefore, is one which 
gives maximu m crop yields b y 
b u ilding u p the su pply of nu ­ 
trients to the level requ ired and 
then maintaining that level. It 
is 
one where green manu re 
crops, high in nitrogen, and crop 
residu es are plowed down to re­ 
create the hu mu s decomposed 
each year. Ab ove all, it is one 
where the nitrogen b alance is ai 
least slightly on the positive side 
so that the organic matter goes 
to b u ild hu mu s.

Telephone Company in 1951. M any times in the past 
two-and-a-half years our engineers, equipment men, and 
the hundreds of other telephone people who serve you 
have put a little “something extra” into their work to be 
sure that our long-range promises to you would be 
fulfilled.

On January 1, 1951, there were 44,460 telephones in 
Southeast Missouri.

Organic Matter Keeps 
Our Soils Productive 


This Heavy Crop of Sweet Clover Will Add 
Much Organic Matter to the Soil. 


Big crops cannot be produced 
on soils with poor physical qual­ 
ities, no matter how rich they 
may be in chemical nutrients. 
Roger H. 
Bray of Illinois in 
CROPS & SOILS points out that 
productivity and fertility are not 
the same. Productivity is the 
over-all result of many factors— 
good seed, favorable weather, 
adequate chemical nutrients and 
a soil which makes a good home 
for pl^nt roots. 
Today, since we know where to 
get and hoW to apply the fertil­ 
izer elements, we value organic 
matter more for physical condi­ 
tioning than for chemical effects. 
Legumes are considered as val­ 
uable for their erosion-preventing 
qualities as for the nitrogen they 
fix. Grasses have an even better 
physical effect on soil and will 
make soil humus just as efficient­ 
ly as legumes do—pound 
per 
pound of nitrogen contained, even 
though the nitrogen in the grass 
must be supplied from a fertilizer 
bag. 
In either case, it is not the 
amount of organic m atter turned 
under, but the nitrogen balance 
of the whole cropping system 
which determines whether crop 
organic matter will maintain soil 
humus. 
No matter how many legumes 
you grow or how much nitrated 
grass you turn under, it will not 
result in either maintenance or 
build-up of soil humus of normal 
quality unless the nitrogen bal­ 


ance is positive. Positive nitro­ 
gen balance means that the input 
of nitrogen from legumes, fer­ 
tilizer and farm manure must 
exceed the outgo of nitrogen in 
crops removed. 
We are gradually piecing to­ 
gether the picture of what or­ 
ganic matter is, how it is formed, 
and how it functions as the "life 
of the soil.” 
We must grow crops for or­ 
ganic m atter and turn them un­ 
der to build up and maintain soil 
humus because (1) roots of sod 
crops, while growing, help to 
open up the soil and start the 
physical 
conditioning 
process; 
(2) crop residues, when turned 
under, loosen the soil and. in 
decomposing, improve its physi­ 
cal properties; <3> humus is pro­ 
duced from organic matter by 
decomposition, provided the or­ 
ganic matter contains 
enough 
nitrogen; and <4) 
soil organic 
matter is the natural storehouse 
of plant food in the soil. 
A good organic matter pro­ 
gram, therefore, is one which 
gives maximum crop yields by 
building up the supply of nu­ 
trients to the level required and 
then maintaining that level. It 
is 
one 
where 
green 
manure 
crops, high in nitrogen, and crop 
residues are plowed down to re­ 
create the humus decomposed 
each year. Above all, it is one 
where the nitrogen balance is at 
least slightly on the positive side 
so that the organic matter goes 
1 o build humus

Organic Matter Keeps 
Our Soils Productive 


This Heavy Crop of Sweet Clover Will Add 
Much Organic Matter to the Soil. 


Big crops cannot be produced 
on soils with poor physical qual­ 
ities, no matter how rich they 
may be in chemical nutrients, 
Roger H. 
Bray of Illinois in 
CROPS & SOILS points out that 
productivity and fertility are not 
the same. Productivity is the 
over-all result of many factors— 
good seed, favorable weather, 
adequate chemical nutrients and 
a soil which makes a good home 
for pl^nt roots. 
Today, since we know where to 
get and how to apply the fertil­ 
izer elements, we value organic 
matter more for physical condi­ 
tioning than for chemical effects. 
Legumes are considered as val­ 
uable for their erosion-preventing 
qualities as for the nitrogen they 
fix. Grasses have an even better 
physical effect on soil and will 
make soil humus just as efficient­ 
ly as legumes do—pound per 
pound of nitrogen contained, even 
though the nitrogen in the grass 
must be supplied from a fertilizer 
bag. 
In either case, it is not the 
amount of organic matter turned 
under, but the nitrogen balance 
of the whole cropping system 
which determines whether crop 
organic matter will maintain soil 
humus. 
No matter how many legumes 
you grow or how much nitrated 
grass you turn under, it will not 
result in either maintenance or 
build-up of soil humus of normal 
quality unless the nitrogen bal- 


ance is positive. Positive nitro­ 
gen balance means that the input 
of nitrogen from legumes, fer­ 
tilizer and farm manure must 
exceed the outgo of nitrogen in 
crops removed. 
We are gradually piecing to­ 
gether the picture of what or­ 
ganic matter is, how it is formed, 
and how it functions as the ‘'life 
of the soil.” 
We must grow crops for or­ 
ganic matter and turn them un­ 
der to build up and maintain soil 
humus because (Ii roots of sod 
crops, while growing, help to 
open up the soil and start the 
physical 
conditioning 
process; 
(21 crop residues, when turned 
under, loosen the soil and. in 
decomposing, improve its physi­ 
cal properties; <3» humus is pro­ 
duced from organic matter by 
decomposition, provided the or­ 
ganic matter contains enough 
nitrogen; and <4» soil organic 
matter is the natural storehouse 
of plant food in the soil. 
A good organic matter pro­ 
gram. therefore, is one which 
gives maximum crop yields by 
building up the supply of nu­ 
trients to the level required and 
then maintaining that level. It 
is 
one 
where 
green 
manure 
crops, high in nitrogen, and crop 
residues are plowed down to re­ 
create the humus decomposed 
each year. Above all, it is one 
where the nitrogen balance is at 
least slightly on the positive side 
so that the organic matter goes 
to build humus
